Reagan  'cleaning  up 

NEW  YORK  —  President 
Reagan  pronounced  himself  blame¬ 
less  on  Thursday  for  the  recession, 
saying  “our  administration  is  the 
clean-up  crew  for  those  who  went 
on  a  non-stop  binge  and  left  the  tab 
for  us  to  pick  up.” 

Reagan’s  assertion  to  1,600  busi¬ 
ness  and  civic  leaders  came  six 
days  after  his  spokesman  con¬ 
tended  the  recession  actually  be¬ 
gan  while  President  Carter  was 
still  in  office,  then  admitted  he  was 
wrong. 

Reagan,  who  promised  the  re¬ 
cession  would  end  “faster  than  ex¬ 
pected,”  sandwiched  his  economic 
remarks  between  calls  for  the  pri¬ 
vate  sector  to  voluntarily  take  over 
some  of  the  social  services  long  per¬ 
formed  by  government.  That,  for 
Reagan,  has  been  a  longstanding 
theme,  but  it  has  yet  to  catch  fire 
across  the  nation. 

Thatcher  unharmed 

ALGIERS,  Algeria  —  Algerian 
search  teams  found  the  son  of  Brit¬ 
ish  Prime  Minister  Margaret 
Thatcher  unharmed  in  the  Sahara 
Desert  Thursday  six  days  after  he 
dropped  out  of  the  Paris-Dakar 
motor  rally,  the  Foreign  Ministry 

One  report  said  he  and  two  team¬ 
mates  survived  in  a  makeshift  tent. 

A  spokesman  for  the  ministry 
said  Premier  Mohamed  Abdelgha- 
ni  personally  telephoned  Mrs. 
Thatcher  to  inform  her  that  her  28- 
year-old  race-driver  son,  Mark, 
had  been  found  in  the  sparsely 
populated  Sahara  region  of  south¬ 
ern  Algeria,  about  250  miles  from 
the  town  of  Tamanrasset. 

Investigation  begins 

WASHINGTON  —  Crews  using 
blowtorches  and  a  crane  disman¬ 


tled  the  wreckage  of  a  subway  train 
Thursday  while  three  different  in¬ 
vestigations  began  trying  to  find 
out  what  caused  the  rush-hour 
crash  that  killed  three  people  and 
injured  at  least  25  others. 

Traffic  was  limited  on  the  sub¬ 
way  system  between  the  capital 
and  its  suburbs  as  four  downtown 
stations  remained  closed  so  the 
train  could  be  removed. 

The  deaths  and  injuries  occurred 
as  the  derailed  train  backed  up  and 
the  last  of  its  six  cars  slammed  into 
a  concrete  abutment  in  the  tunnel. 
As  many  as  1,500  riders  may  have 
been  aboard. 

ERA  ruling  uncertain 

WASHINGTON  —  The  Reagan 
administration  suggested  Thurs¬ 
day  that  the  Supreme  Court  con¬ 
sider  wiping  out  on  technical 
grounds  a  ruling  that  throws  a  legal 
cloud  over  a  final  push  to  ratify  the 
Equal  Rights  Amendment. 

Justice  Department  lawyers  at 
the  same  time  did  not  give  up  their 
previously  stated  opposition  to 
quick  Supreme  Court  review  of  the 
substance  of  the  ruling. 

While  continuing  to  contend  that 
it  would  be  improper  to  consider,  at 
,  this  point,  the  constitutional  issues 
decided  Dec.  23  by  a  federal  judge 
in  Idaho,  the  Justice  Department 
said  it  did  not  oppose  expedited 
consideration  of  whether  the  judge 
should  have  issued  a  ruling  in  the 
first  place. 

The  National  Organization  for 
Women  has  asked  the  Supreme 
Court  for  a  quick  ruling  on  those 
constitutional  issues  lest  the 
approach  of  the  June  30  deadline 
for  ratifying  the  ERA  make  rati¬ 
fication  impossible  in  time.

Voters  might  get  chance 
to  make  law  for  legislators 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Utah’s  vo¬ 
ters  might  be  asked  to  make  a  law  for 
legislators  if  House  Joint  Resolution  1 
passes  the  Legislature  this  session. 

The  resolution,  sponsored  by  Rep. 
Sam  Taylor,  D-Salt  Lake ,  would  force 
legislators  to  maintain  their  residence 
throughout  their  terms  of  office  in  the 
district  that  elected  them. 

During  Wednesday’s  session  of  the 
Legislature,  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  passed  an  enabling  resolu¬ 
tion  allowing  the  HJR  1  to  be  debated 
during  its  three-week  budget  session. 

One  member  of  the  House,  Rep. 
Mac  Haddow,  R-Sandy ,  voted  for  the 
resolution  even  though  he  has  moved 
out  of  the  district  that  elected  him  in 

“I  don’t  believe  I  did  my  consti¬ 
tuents  any  damage  by  moving,”  Had¬ 
dow  said.  “Iam  still  a  tough  conserva¬ 
tive  and  tough  bn  the  budget.  I  think, 


however,  the  people  have  a  right  to 
decide  if  they  want  to  oust  a  repre¬ 
sentative  or  not.” 

Because  the  resolution  deals  with 
amending  Article  VI,  Section  5  of  the 
Utah  Constitution,  Haddow  said  if 
the  resolution  passes  it  will  allow  the 
voters  the  final  decision. 

“Passing  the  resolution  means  the 
people  will  be  able  to  vote  on  it  in  the 
next  election,”  he  said.  “I  believe  an 
election  is  adequate  to  decide  the 

Haddow  said  the  issue  has  been 
purely  a  political  one  so  far,  and  he 
would  like  to  turn  it  over  to  the 
people. 

Taylor  said  the  amendment  was  not 
aimed  at  anyone  in  particular.  “I’ve 
talked  with  Representative  Haddow 
and  I  think  he  understands  that  it  is 
not  a  personal  thing  against  him.”

Four  BYU  students  have  admitted 
to  defacing  University  of  Utah  prop¬ 
erty  and  have  agreed  to  reimburse 
the  university  $1 ,424 — the  amount  it 
cost  to  clean  blue  paint  off  campus 
buildings  and  signs  vandalized  follow¬ 
ing  the  Utah-BYU  football  game 
Nov.  21. 

According  to  information  released 
by  the  University  of  Utah,  James  L. 
Burnham,  a  freshman  from  Bartles¬ 
ville,  Okla.;  Mark  Groesbeck,  a  fresh- 
m  from  Rocky  River,  Ohio;  Tony  J. 
Radford,  a  freshman  from  Etna, 
Wyo.;  and  Warren  W.  Walbom,  a 
freshman  from  Chagrin  Falls,  Ohio, 
each  signed  a  confession  in  connection 
with  the  incident. 

Paul  Richards,  a  BYU  spokesman, 


said  additional  action  against  the  s 
dents  is  possible  through  the  Uni¬ 
versity  Standards  Office. 

Richards  said  both  universities 
want  to  make  it  clear  this  kind  of  van¬ 
dalism  will  not  be  tolerated. 

U  of  U  President  David  P.  Gardner 
and  BYU  President  Jeffrey  R.  Hol¬ 
land  agreed  that  apprehension  of  the 
students  should  be  made  public  to  dis¬ 
courage  further  pranks  that  are  cost¬ 
ly  and  deface  property,  Richards 
said.

Dixon  said  the  suit  was  filed  to  allow  more  time  to 
work  out  compensation  with  BYU  over  the  affects 
of  the  proposed  expansion.

BYU  President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland 
has  sent  university  faculty,  staff  and 
administrative  personnel  a  letter  con¬ 
cerning  political  activity  within  the 
BYU  community. 

In  the  letter  Holland  said,  “We  en¬ 
courage  all  within  the  BYU  commun¬ 
ity  to  seek  and  enjoy  appropriate  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  political  process.” 

However,  Holland  said  in  the  let¬ 
ter,  the  university  remains  neutral 
with  regard  to  partisan  political  activ¬ 
ity.  This  is  because  of  the  university’s 
relationship  to  and  sponsorship  by  the 
LDS  Church. 

“To  insure  that  private  opinions 
and  actions  of  faculty,  staff  or  admi- . 
nistrative  personnel  are  not  inter¬ 
preted  as  those  of  BYU,  I  call  your 


attention  to  several  items  drawn  from 
university  policy  on  this  subject: 

1.  Personal  expressions  of  political 
support  should  not  list  or  imply  BYU 
affiliation. 

2.  Personal  political  opinions  or  ex¬ 
pressions  of  support  for  candidates 
may  never  be  transmitted  on  BYU 
stationery. 

3.  BYU  classes  and  other  institu¬ 
tional  gatherings  may  not  be  used  to 
advocate  support  for  specific  candi¬ 
dates,  parties,  or  political  programs 
unless  authorized  by  the  president.” 

Holland  said  there  are  more  de¬ 
tailed  policies  concerning  members  of 
the  university  who  wish  to  run  fSr 
public  office.

Austin  AP's  1981 
top  female  player 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Last  year  at  this  time,  Tracy 
Austin  was  unsure  whether  she  would  be  able  to 
play  tennis  again  at  the  same  level  that  made  her 
the  youngest  U.S.  Open  champion  in  history  when 
she  captured  America’s  premier  tennis  event  in 
1979. 

But  Austin  made  a  complete  recovery  from 
sciatica  — a  pain  in  the  lower  back  —  to  win  her 
second  U.S.  Open  title  and  go  on  to  be  voted 
Female  Athlete  of  the  Y ear  for  1981  by  The  Associ¬ 
ated  Press.

Austin  was  informed  of  her  victory  the  night  she 
lost  in  the  Avon  Championships  of  Washington.  “It 
came  at  a  great  time,”  she  said  when  informed  she 
had  won.  “It  uplifted  me.”
